heretofore, 
is not; 


only accused of accomplishing 
the ruin of one girl, but of sev- 
eral. ;He is alleged'to have «n- 
ticed many young girls to his 
ijffices with promises of presents 
.and gifts of money, and there 
lured 'them to' their destruction. 


The accused lawyer is more 


than 60 years of age, while the 
victims whose ruin he is alleged 
to have wrought ranges from the 
'tender age of fourteen to eighteen 
years. 


STARTLING CASE. 


The startling revelations con- 


cerning the attorney's mode 
of) 


life was brought about by 
the 


arrest of Miss Bernice Brown, a 
seventeen-year-old 
girl 
and 


Evelyn Walker, as runaways yes- 
terday by. Detective George Kyte. 
Miss Brown resides at the corner 
of Thirty-sixth and West streets 
with her parents, who are highly 
respectable, and the Walker girl 
resides with her parents at 1015 
Pine street.. Her father is an en- 
gineer on an Arctic whaler. 


GIRLS MISSING. 


The two girls were reported to 


the police as missing yesterday 
morning. 
They were thought 


first to have spent the night in 
San Fraricisco, but it subsequent- 
ly developed they had spent the 
time they were missing in Berke- 
ley with friends. 


On being severely questioned 


by Chief of Police Hodgkins and 
Prosecuting Attorney Leach, the 
two girls confessed to having ac- 
cepted gifts and presents from 
Attorney Mitchell and to have 
gone to his offices at late hours 
of the night. They 
said they 


were introduced to the . lawyer, 
who is old enough to be their 


- 'grandfather, .by .other young girls, 
kwho cbnfessed 
to having been 


|ured to their "ruin-by the arrest- 
ed man.

universal demand for eciual and uni- 
versal suffrage. 
Disorders had been 


freely predicted for today. 
Practically 


every store in the city was closed and 
the iron shutters.were down. The au- 
thorities had strong forces of police, 
cavalry and infantry ready to main- 
tain order, but the day has up to the 
present time passed quietly. 


COULD HOT CHEER.- 


The demonstrators were forbidden 


by their leaders to cheer, sing or shout 
and obeyed orders strictly, but their 
demand was emphasized as hour after 
hour tens of thousands marched past 
the parliamentary buildings with red 
flags and banners bearing Inscriptions 
imperially demanding equal, direct and 
universal suffrage. 


EMPEROR ON HAND. 


; Emperor Francis Joseph spent the 
day at the Vienna Palace, from the 
windows of which he could witness the 
silent defiling of his people. 


Premier Baron Gauteh von Frank- 


enthurn, meanwhile, was laying before 
the deputies the government's bill pro- 
viding for equal suffrage. 


Every Austrian male over twenty- 


four years of age has a vote,: but the 
voters are divided into five classes 
and the votes cast by certain classes, 
notably the landed proprietors, various 
chambers. of, commerce 
and 
urban 


dwellers are" infinitely more effective 


than the. votes cast by. - the , ordinary 
people, to the extent even that some 
times a dozen-land-owners count as 
much as. 300,000 votes cast by ordi- 
nary people. The result of this sys- 
tem is that. the . wealthy classes can 
secure-, parliamentary. protection 
and 


favoritism at the expense of the mass- 
es. Consequently, the masses are de- 
manding in no uncertain, tones the ab- 
olition of all suffrage privileges enjoy- 
ed at their expense. 
The movement 


applies only • to Austria. 
Suffrage in 


Hungary is provided for by the recent 
Fejervary-Krlstoffy program and the 
opposition of, the United 
Coalition 


party in.-Hungary to this program be- 
cause ;it does not grant the use of 
Hungarian'works of command in the 
Hungarian section of the army, today 
stands alone between the' Hungarians 
and the enjoyment of suffrage. 


There is much fear in "Austria that 


the new suffrage may, 'deprive 
the 


German .element in.Austria of its long- 
held political 
leadership In national 


affairs. 


On this basis there is. reason to be- 


lieve that the suffrage bill will be bit- 
terly. attacked • by. the German depu- 
ties, who constitute 206-members out 
of a total of 428. The Germans are 
followed by .the Czechs with 87 mem- 
bers. The government bill, however, 
while abolishing the'existing suffrage 
privileges, prp-yides a clear system, for 
determining the number of deputies 
returnable by the yarlous provinces 
on the basis of the number of inhabi- 
tants In. each province, and the total 
amount of taxation paid In each prov- 
ince by which the Germans will still 
have 202 members "and the Czechs 94 
Under this new system the number of 
Polish, Italian, Croatian, Roumanian 
and German deputies will.be dimin- 
ished, while the 
Czechs, .

BERLIN, Nov. 28.—Emperor William, opened die Reichstag 


today at noon in the White Hall: of the Palace, himself reading the 
speech from .the throne. The speech was occupied chiefly with do- 
mestic affairs. Turning near the close of the speech to foreign af- 
fairs, the Emperor said: 
. 


"The German empire has with all powers correct, and with most 


of them, good and friendly relations. It filled me with high satis- 
faction that I was able to support the successful efforts of, the Presi- 
dent of the United States in bringing about peaces between H|s 
.Majesty the Emperor of Russia and His Majesty the Emperor of 
Japan.

"I greet Japan's entrance into tlie ranks of the great powers with 


sincere wishes for the peaceable civilizing mission,of this highly en- 
dowed people and my lively sympathies attend the efforts'which the 
neighboring, friendly Russian empire is making toward a new order 
of things in its internal affairs. I hope that His Majesty the Em- 
peror Nicholas may earn the love and gratitude of his people as the 
pathfinder of.Russia's happy future." 


The Emperor also expressed his: congratulations to; Norway's 


government and people upon the election of the "RoyaL Couple to 
whom I am bound'by friendly, sentiments.""*: 
, 


The Emperor, continuing, said: • 
-- 


"A glance of Germany's own internal possessions cannot-fail to 


disclose the fact that we have continually .to reckon with miscon- 
ceptions of German ways of thinking and prejudices against the 
progress made by German industry. The indifferences which arose 
between us and France in the Morocco question had no other origin 
than in a disposition to settle without Germany's participation, ques- 
tions on which the German empire also has interests to protect." 


NAVAL POWER. 


In the earlier part of his speech the Emperor emphasized the 


necessity, for increasing Germany's naval power abroad in view of 
the increasing trade relations with all over-sea countries. He men- 
tioned in detail the naval measures already cabled to the Associated 
Press, announced further jsocial reforms legislation, insisted on the 
necessity for augmenting the financial resources of the empire and 
expressed his expectation of an early ending of the southwest Afri- 
can insurrection. 


BRAVERY OF TROOPS. 


His Majesty, who had beeiureading his speech in a cold, 


monotonous tone, until-this point, adopted a warm, eloquent man- 
ner'in speaking of the bravery and self-denial of the German troops 
and, the members of the Reichstag, who had listened silently hither- 
to, returned a vigorous "bravo" as the Emperor announced further 
-legislation for railway building in the colonies and transforming the 
colonial bureau into a separate ministry. Upon the conclusion of 
the speech Chancellor von Buelow announced the formal opening 
of the Reichstag, and Count von Lerchenfeld, a Bavarian-member 
of .the Bundesrath, called for three "hocus" for the Emperor, which 
were given, vigorously.

FOR SHOOTING HUSBAND 


Firs. Bessie Vencelau Goes on the 


Witness Stand in Her Own

The dying statement of Manuel F 


Vencelau, who was killed by his wife at j 
their home at 
755 Jefferson street on 


September 18, w^s not allowed to go be-, 
fore tlie jury this morning and the prob- 
ability is that she -will be speedily ac- 
quitted ' before the afternoon is over. 
With the offer of the dying statement, 
the prosecution closed its case against! 
the woman, and Attorney A. L. Prick, 
then made a motion to have the jury 
insturcted to acquit the prisoner. 


Judge Ellsworth, however, was not 


prepared to do this, and denied the mo- 
tion and the defendant then took the 
stand and told her sifle of the story up 
to the point of telling why she got the 
pistol, which, she said, she did for the 
purpose of shooting herself. 


HAD THREATENED. 


When Attorney Frlck asked tlie -wit- 


ness why she wished to shoot herself the 
question" was objected to, and Attorney 
Frlck stated to the court that the pur- 
pose of the Question was to show that 
the deceased had threatened to leave her 
unless she consented to go into or open a 
house of ill repute. 


The objection to the question was sus- 


tained by Judge Ellsworth, and Frlck 
then turned the witness over to Deputy 
District Attorney Everett Brown, who 
went into the details of the shooting 
without being- able to alter materially 
the story as told by herself and corrob- 
orated by the witnesses that had been 
put on the stand.

NEIGHBOR'S STORY. 


This morning, Mrs. Mary Wright, a 


neighbor living three doors "from the 
Vencelau home, was called and^ testified 
that she heard of the shooting and went 
to the house with a neighbor and as she 
entered she .found Mrs. Vencelau fan- 
ning her husband, and he said two or 
three times, "I am innocent." She said 
that he seemed to be in great pain and 
told his wife to get a doctor. 


Mrs, Sarah Moran. who lives next door 


to the Vencelaus, said that Mr. and Mrs. 
Vencelau both came to her door and rang 
the bell and when she opened it she 
asked what the matter was and Vencelau 
answered: "I am shot." She said that 
she asked him who i-ld it, and Mrs. 
Vencelau said, "I did it, but it'was an 
accident." and to this Vencelau made no 
reply. They asked her to get a doctor, 
and she went across the street to a tele- 
phone and got an ambulance. 


Mrs. 
Angela Hlguera was called as a 


witness, but -she knew nothing herself of 
the shooting, but only what she had 
heard, and she was excused.

On the witness stand Senator Platt admitted that in ten years 


he had personally received from the New York Life, the Equitable 


. and the Mutual Life insurance companies $200,000 in campaign 


contributions. This money was given to him personally in bills, 
«rtiu v/as, tftarged up on the books of the companies to legal expenses. 
Senator Platt says he turned it over to the treasurer of the Republi- 
can State Committee of New York, but he was not asked to state 
whether the books of the State committee contained entries showing 
the source of these ten thousand dollar a lump donations 
Probably 


they do not, for the Senator's statements indicate that the donations 
were., in the nature of private transactions between the companies 
and himself. He naively stated that he considered himself obligated 
to see that no legislation was enacted hostile to the interests of the 
companies making the donations. 
The donations, he said, were 


made exclusively for use in State campaigns 


In plain words, these large sums were merely a secret service 


fund placed in the hands of Senator Platt to use as he saw fit on 
condition that he guarded the donors from legislation which the 
managers of the companies deemed objectionable for any reason 
whatsoever. 
Apparently the public interests, including the interests 


of the policy-holders, were not taken into account at all. It would- 
be illuminating to know how many other rich corporations made 
similar donations to Senator Platt as an insurance against legisla- 
tive risks 
Perhaps if all the facts were made known the secret of 


Thomas C. Platt's remarkable hold on the politics of the Empire 
State would be explained. If he could command at will large sums 
from many wealthy corporations, whose political policy he of course 
dominated, he could wield a potent influence, not only in shaping 
legislation, but in controlling nominating conventions and the elec- 
tion machinery throughout the State. Being the political agent of 
a blind pool of corporations, holding the purse-strings, he was the 
fairy godmother of all the lesser bosses and all aspiring politicians 
anxious to get on through the good offices of a patron having money 
to burn and wielding an occult influence invisible and unknown to 
the general public. 


Former Governor Odell is placed in even a worse light than 


Senator Platt by the insurance exposures. Odell bought a lot of 
steel trust stock from the Mercantile Trust Company, which seems 
to be a sort of offshoot of the Equitable Life Assurance corporation. 
He demanded of Hyde and his associates that the Mercantile Trust 
Company make good his loss on this stock which he placed at $75,- 
000. 
Odell was Governor of the State at the time, and exercised a 


powerful, if not controlling, influence on the Legislature. While 
his demand for reimbursement was pending, Senator Ambler, a close 
political friend of Odell's, introduced a bill to revoke the charter of 
the Mercantile Trust Company. Shortly thereafter the Mercantile 
Trust Company paid Odell the $75,000 he demanded, and Senator 
Ambler allowed his bill to be smothered in committee. 


Odell admitted under oath that he saw the Ambler bill before it 


was introduced, and advised its author, after his settlement with 
Hyde, to withdraw it, but he indignantly denied that there was any 
connection between the introduction of the bill and his claim against 
the trust company. James Hazen Hyde stated under oath, however, 
that the money was paid Odell to prevent the threatened revocation 
of the charter of the Mercantile Trust Company. 


The facts speak for themselves, and the public can pass judg- 


ment on their merits. They are discreditable to all concerned, and 
emphasize the need of laws compelling a publication of the sources 
and amounts of all campaign contributions on the one hand, and of 
stringent laws regulating the business of life insurance companies 
on the other. The spectacle of politicians grafting on life insurance 
managers is bad enough, but it is made worse by the furtive and 
venal influence exerted on legislation and political action by in- 
surance managers who were feathering their own nests at the ex- 
pense of the policy-holders. 


"The one thing that menaces Alameda is annexation," says the 


Argus. What nonsense. Nobody is trying to annex Alamed'a, but 
our neighbors across the harbor would be better off if they were part 
and parcel of a great city, instead of remaining an isolated suburb— 
consolidated, not annexed 
However, they cannot be annexed or 


consolidated without their own consent, and they must judge for 
themselves whether or not that shall be given. Apparently the 
Argus is trying to frighten them into reducing municipal taxes by a 
little bogie man talk. Oakland prefers not to play the part of a 
goblin even to oblige so amiable (and traveled) a gentleman as the 
editor of the Argus. 


Will the Jews Reassemble? 


The appeal of a Jewish rabbi in New York urging his co-re- 


iigionists to raise $500,000,000 with which to purchase a land that 
the Jews can call their own, prompted by the poignant sufferings of 
the Jews in Russia, directs attention anew to the pathetic isolation 
of the children of Israel. Their condition has no parallel in history. 
It emphasizes the literal fulfilment of a prophecy that has a bearing 
on the religious development of the human race more momentous 
than any other purely human utterance. 


Other peoples have either a flag, a religious communion or a 


blood kinship to appeal to for protection against outrage, persecution 
and oppression. The Jews have none of these 
There is no nation 


that is Hebrew in blood or Judaic in faith. Christians in Turkey 
can appeal to Christians in Europe and America, but to whom shall 
the Jews in Russia appeal' They must address their cries of 
distress to peoples alien in blood and faith. Without a flag or a 
country of their own, dispersed among the nations of the earth as 
was foretold by the prophet Jeremiah, they dwell in all countries, 
but in separateness from the inhabitants thereof. It is not strange, 
therefore, that the Jewish heart should be stirred by the irresistible 
longing voiced by the Zionists. It is only natural that the horrors 
recently enacted in Russia should give an added impulse to Zionism 
Hence the listening ear that Israel lends to Zangwill's cry for a 
country for the Jews—a land flying the flag of Judah and governed 
by Jewish laws and Jewish polity. Will the hope ever be realized? 


The Democratic ticket polled 4800 votes in the San Francisco 


municipal election. This is considerably more than the three per 
cent necessary to entitle the party to a place on the official ballot, 
but it is a pitifully small showing nevertheless. It proves that the 
great bulk of the Democratic vote abandoned the party ticket and 
leadership altogether. As Partridge received some 5000 more Re- 
publican votes than were cast for Crocker, it is quite evident that a 
large majority of the votes cast for Schmitz were polled by "men who 
are normally Democrats. 
It is significant that this enormous bolt- 


ing element went down the line, voting straght against all the Demo- 
cratic nominees on the fusion ticket 
This cannot be construed 


otherwise than as a rebuke to the close corporation which has man- 
aged the Democratic party of San'Francisco for the last decade. 


The Supervisors have passed an ordinance prohibiting, under 


penalty of $10 fine, riding bicycles on sidewalks in towns outside.the 
incorporated cities. This action directs attention to the persistent 
neglect of the City Council to enact a similar; ordinance. Oakland 


is the place above all others in Alameda county where wheeling on 
the sidewalks should be forbidden, but, thanks to the supineness of 
our municipal legislature, it is here that the practice finds not only 
immunity but the actual sanction of law. It is to be hoped, how- 
ever, that in time the Council will realize that Oakland "is a city 
and that its highways are streets, not cowpaths. 


As soon as Rainmaker Hatfield left Los Angeles to go to Grass 


Valley a good rain fell in Southern California. Up this way the 
guide, philosopher and friend of Jupiter Pluvius did not do so well. 
Did Hatfield fix things down South before he started up North? 


In its wisdom, which sometimes passeth all understanding, the 


Legislature has made it a criminal offense to sell quail in the mar- 
ket. Nevertheless some of the local restaurants continually serve 
quail to their patrons. The ordinary householder, however, can 
get no quail for his table unless he shoots them himself or is kindly 
remembered by some sportsman. The law is not preserving the 
quail, but it Is working to the advantage of the restaurants.

SCHMITZ AND THE MERCHANTS. 


The Merchants' Association of San Francisco has invited Mayor

ALBANY, Nov._ 28.—Bishop William Croswell Doane, in an 


annual address before the convention of tne Diocese of Albany, of 
which he is the head, said in part: 


"Under the provisions of a canon adopted by the General Synod, 


no clergyman within the jurisdiction of the Church of England in 
Canada can solemnize a marriage between persons either of whom 
shall have been divorced from one who is living at the time. 


"I could have wished that we, upon whom the presence of the 


danger of the pressure of the duty is set more strong than upon 
the Canadian Church, could -have led in this movement, but I have 
great heart of hope that we shall follow at our next convention. 


"Surely it becomes us, in the face of our sorer need, to apply this 


one sure remedy, which shall at least rid the church of all responsi- 
bility and lift the standard of reform to influence public opinion and 
the legislation of other religious bodies. It is high time for us to 
make impossible the prostitution of our marriage service, by using it 
under circumstances that falsify and contradict its essential lang- 
uage."

tament Ideals as to marriage and remarriage. This declaration on ttye divorce problem was ex- 
plained by the Rev. Wallace MacMullen, chairman of the Pulpit Supply Committee,- to mean that 
the ehurchea shall not sanction .divorce on any except the statutory grounds. In case of such 
divorce the remarriage of the innocent party only will be sanctioned. 


The resolutions practically lay down divorce rules for the guidance of the Protest Christians 


of the nation.

In dealing with political and commercial corruption, the Ministers of the country yesterday,. 


for the first time, officially recognized the term "graft" as a syrjbnym for "dishonesty." Several of 
the delegates wanted the Federation to eliminate the word "fyraft" from the resolutions, but 
the 


majority voted that "graft" was the only word which convey«<i the full idea of the existing com- 
mercial and political vices. The following resolutions were, passed: 
Concerning the Family 


"Whereas, The foundations of all society is the fa/rrily, 
"Resolved (a), That we urge upon parents the supreme importance of family religion, in- 


cluding the careful religious education of the y.oung; 


"(b). That we urge upon law-makers the need'.s'of unform divorce laws, and that these laws 


shall conform to a high standard: 


"(c) That we urge upon officiating minister^ the strict observance of New Testament 


ideals as to marriage and re-marriage. 


"(d) That in the interest of the family, as 'well as of general social order and individual 


welfare, we urge upon those who make laws and v/pon those whose duties 'it is to enforce the~laws 
that the manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage should b« restricted to the ut- 
most limit Righteously enforceable."

Exhibition, 


NBW YORK, Nov. 28.—Consump- 


tion Is curable, according to Health 
Commissioner Darlington, who spoke 
at the opening of the American Tuber- 
culosis Exhibition last night. 


"The first thing," said Dr. Darling- 


ton, "to do In combating tuberculosis 
Is to educate. Consumption is curable. 
Of the cases which we have taken In 
the "last stages, eight per cent recover- 


ed and sixty per cent were able to re- 
turn to work. Of school children ex- 
amined 48 per cent have something the 
matter with them and many are open 
to consumption, 


"The Board of Health Is trylnsr to 


persuade the people not to buy patent 
medicines. It Is no good. People trust 
in such medicines until it is too"late to 
save them. 
Patent medicines are 


largely alcohol stimulants. The use of 
alcohol is death in tuberculosis. 
If 


people would leave alcohol alone they 
would greatly decrease the rate of 
death among consumptives. Only four 
things are necessary In the treatment 
of this disease — sunlight, fresh air, 
good food and rest." 


Statistics, pictures and models from 


all parts of the country are Included In 
the exhibition which will be continued 
until December 9.

Section .2. No person, firm or corpor- 


ation owning, operating or controlling 
any railray, engine or electric car upon 
Adeline street or Shattuck avenue in the 


town of Berkeley shall cause or permit 
the said railway engine or the said elec- 
tric car to pass any of the points speci- 
fied in section 1 of this ordinance until 
the, flagman there stationed shall signal 
him or tnem to do so: provided, however, 
electric cars passing: said points at other 
hours than those specified in section 1 for 
flagmen to be on duty. 


Section 3. Any person, firm or corpor- 


ation violating any 
of this ordinance 


shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof, shall be 
punished by fine not exceeding $200, and 
In case said fine shall not be paid, then 
by Imprisonment in the County Jail in 
Alameda county at the rate of ona day 
for every 52 of the fine so imposed and 
remaining unpaid.

SEOUL, Nov. 2S.-—Marquis Ito, In sum- 


ming up the Korean situation, dwelling 
upon the trust placed by foreign powers 
in Japan by allowing that government 
a free hand, the responsibilities of Japan 
to the natives, and the fact that the 
peninsula would not be an El Dorado for 
Japanese spoilsmen, said to the Associ- 
ated Press today: 


"Various irresponsible newspapers have 


greatly embarrassed Japan by writing of 
Korea as a conquered state, where th? 
Japanese were free to do any thins1 "'re- 
spective of Ihe rights of foreigners and 
the natives, and that the Korean people 
were not to be considered. 
"This has aroused suspicions among 
the Koreans. 
"The Emperor of Japan sont me to ar- 
range a new treaty, to which the Em- 
peror of Korea has agreed, although the 
proposition met 
with some 
opposition 


from other sources. 
"Although Korea has transferred her 
conduct of her foreign relations to Tokio, 
she retains control oE her internal ad- 
ministration. 
""Wo accept a great trust and a heavy 
responsibility, and the foreign powers 
consent to the new arrangement. 


"Tho American Government has al- 


ready announced the withdrawal of its 
legation 
and 
others 
will 
follow, 
but 
America warns us not to abuse the na- 
tives. It is probable that a Japanese will 
advise those in control of the Korean de- 
partments of the government, but they 
will not be connected with the manage- 
ment. 
"The Japanese governor, or ita resident 
general, will deal with questions relating 
to foreign affairs, but it is not yet known 
who will be appointed resident general. 
"However, those Japanese "who 
expect 
that the coming o? this representative 
will signalize drastic or decisive meas- 
ures for the exploitation of this country, 
disregarding all the rights of the natives, 
will find themselves mistaken. 
"We wish to benefit ourselves, but our 
greatest return will be derived from in- 
suring the welfare 
of the 
people 
for 
whose destinies we now stand responsi- 
ble."

FEARS IMPORTATION 


OF NEGRO WOMEN 


NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—Bishop Thomas 


B. Neely, who represents the Methodist 
Church In South America, "talked to the 
Methodist preachers 
at their 
meeting 


yesterday. In the course of his address 
he made reference to the reports of'im- 
portations of negro women from Jamaica 
and Martinique into the canal zone. 
It 
has been said that the women in ques- 
tion were imported for immoral purpose*. 
Said the Bishoc: 
"I doubt this report. It seems to be 
hardly likely, and until President Roose- 
velt Investigates, as I feel sure he ought 
to do, and 'as I- feel quite sure he will do. 
.let us assume the report is not true. I 
am willing to wait for proof. 
"But down in my heart I fear It may 
be true. \ If the report is correct—and let 
us hope again, I say, that it is not—how 
long will it be before vastly worse con- 
ditions obtain in the canal zone because 
of this beginning? How long will it be 
before other flocks of negro women will 
be imported in order that other hands of 
black laborers may be 'contented'? With 
moral sentiments deadened, how long will 
it be before abandoned women" will be 
imported to debauch those fine young 
fellows we are sending down there?" 
Then the Bishop said that with J1000 a 
year, all that Is allowed him, he keeps 
one preacher at work in the canal zone, 
at eight preaching stations. He asked for 
more preachers, more workers and more 
money, and told his listeners that they 
should do something in the way of mak- 
ing provision for the social uplifting of 
the Americans in the zone.

Ex-Governor Henry T. Gage has been 


mentioned as a possible contesl&nt for 
the gubernatorial chair at the coming 
election.

"A rumor which is going the rounds In 


political circles Is to the effect that when 
Mayor Schmltz and Abe Ruef were In 
Los Angeles they conferred with Ex- 
Governor Henry T. Gage, and that an 
understanding was arrived at Involving 
the support of Reuf and the Mayor "for 
Mr. Gage, the latter to enter a contest 
with. Governor Pardeerfor the guberna- 
torial nomination at. the coming Republi- 
can State convention.

"Most of the politicians who claim to 


have a line on ttie political Intentions of

With no active warfare on, the 
county office holders are not Inclined to 
do anything that would offend the Gov- 
ernor. 


"One of the old guard of the anU-Par- 


dee element said to a Bulletin represen- 
tative: -While there 1» no love lost be- 
tween the Governor and his ancient ene- 
mies, there appears to be no occasion for 
a nght In the coming State convention. 
Pardee has, It Is admitted, given satis- 
faction as a Governor, and h» it strong 
with th« people. He is not molesting our 
crowd, and so long as he does not start 
anything there Is little likelihood of a 
renewal, of hostilities by us. Still, should
